ANIMATED, we truſt, by a ſpirit of phi- 
lanthropy, and real faith in the Scriptures of 
Truth, we have not beheld the ſtate of our 
Jewiſh Brethren with careleſs indifference or 
infidel contempt. We have judged it our 
duty to endeavour to excite renewed and ſo- 
lemn inveſtigation of thoſe Sacred Oracles 
which we profeſs alike to receive, whether 
Jews or Chriſtians. We feel it of the laſt 
importance to our own ſouls to know the 
true Jehovah, and the Meſſiah, who is the 
ſum and ſubſtance of all the Prophecies and 
Promiſes, and in whom alone al! the nations 
of the earth ſhall be bleſſed: 
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The days of candor and divine charity have, 
we truſt, begun to dawn : bigotry and pre- 


judices are faſt ſubſiding. We no longer dare 


deſpiſe, or inſult, any man for his religious 

opinions. Aſſured that there can be but one 
| _ 

revealed truth, we endeavour to awaken every 


man's conſcience to the neceſſity of a deep 


and practical enquiry into their real ſtate be- 
fore God, and what ſupport they have againſt 
the hour of death and day of judgment. 
We ſhould, indeed, be under a fearful delu- 
ſion, if we vally reſted on educational reli- 
gion, received by tradition from our fathers ; 
or be abfurdly attached to forms, which en- 
ter not into the eſſence of godlineſs. It be- 
hoves every Jew and every Chriſtian to ac- 
quaint themſelves with the folid foundation 
on which true hope 1s built, ſo as to be able 
to give a reaſon of that hope to him that 
alketh, “with gentleneſs and reſpe&,” 
Woavryro; &i Se, 1 Pet. iii. 15. Paſſion is 
never the proof of true piety; nor will the 
wrath of man, in any of its exertions, pro- 
duce the righteouſneſs of God. Bearing with 
cach other's infirmities — reſpecting each 
other's excellencies—diveſted of the repulſive 
paſſions of pride and contempt—and ready to 

hear, 
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hear, as to ſpeak, in love, and in the ſpirit 
of meekneſs ;—ſuch communications cannot 
but have a tendency to enlarge the circle of 
our information, to induce greater attention 
to the important objects before us, and to 
lead men of one blood, however they may 
finally differ, to greater patience and for- 
bearance in the matters yet in controverſy, 
and to nearer. union in thoſe things, about 
which there can be no controverſy, 70 do good 
awnto all men. Whilſt our exertions are con- 
fined to, or centre in, the little circle of our 
particular connections, and exclude all who 
differ from us, the expanſive force of divine 
liberality muſt be neceſſarily reſtricted, and 
we ſhall ſo far be unlike him who cauſeth his 
ſun to riſe on the evil and on the good, and 
ſendeth his rain upon the juſt and upon the 
unjuſt. | 


Falſe religion has long been paving - the 
way for the triumphs of Infidehty, which 
now reigns almoſt uncontrouled : nor can it 
be otherwiſe. Bigot Jews and formal Chriſ- 
tians afford an caſy conqueſt to the reaſoners 
of this world. They have a thouſand 
breaches, at which their arguments, or ridi— 
| cule, 
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1 can enter, to throw — the fooliſh 
confidences of mere traditional opinions. 
Herein, indeed, their victory conſiſts. They 
can demoliſſi and raze the foundations of ſu- 
perſtition and bigotry; but when they attempt 
to raiſe a new ſuperſtructure, of Morals, or 
Materialiſm, the Religion -of Philoſophy is 
found more impotent of all good, and more de- 
ſtructive of all conſcientious principle, than 
all that it hath overturned. Infidelity ang 
Atheiſm will find in this novel experiment, 
4 that without a Governor of the univerſe and 
1 a Judge of quick and dead, the main- 
| tainance of order and the peace of ſociety will 
hardly be ſupported. f 


It is an awful truth, that the number of 
thoſe, who call themſelves ſtill Jews or 
Chriſtians, but live as Infidels, and radically 
embrace their ſentiments, 1s aſtoniſhingly 

, great. Divine Revelation to ſuch, has no 
concluſive authority. They only yield to it a 
partial acknowledgement of juſt as much as 
they like, and reje the reſt, which in fact is 
the rejection of the whole, for a revelation 
from God admits of no partial reception. 


Strongly 
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_ Strongly nerfandes anal elves of the Di wine 
authority of the Scriptures, we call upon the 
diſciples of Moſes to ſearch them with us, to 
examine into their faithful conformity with 
his injunctions, without adding to, or dimi- 
niſhing from, the things written in the Hook. 


As Chriſtianity ſtands in the neareſt relation 
o Judaiſm—admits the whole of the Oracles 
mmitted to the fathers—ſuppoſes, and ex- 
hibits, the fulfilment of the prophecies—and 
inculcates obedience to God's revealed will, 
as the conſequence of a divine principle com- 
municated, even of faith which worketh by 
love—it highly imports every Jew to examine 
the records, to weigh the evidence, and to 
try the ground of his own hope by the prin- 
ciples he himfelf admits. At leaſt, the deep 
and ſerious enquiry can do no harm, and the 
eternal importance of the matter requires it. 
Every examination into a man's ſtate before 
God, according to his own principles, will 
be attended, if ſincere, with humiliation, and 
calls to greater diligence, and ſo far produce, 
it is preſumed, ſome good to himſelf, in his 
firmer eſtabliſhment in faith, and humble 
and holy walking with God. 


We 
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We beg therefore, Brethren, of you a 
candid peruſal. We deſire to hear your ob- 
jections with the ſame candor with which 
we propoſe our own arguments. And if no 
other good reſult from the intercourſe be- 
tereen us, we hope it will tend to foften 
down all bitterneſs and diſreſpect, with which 
falſe Chriſtians, and falſe Jews have been too 
prone to treat their opponents ; a temper and 
conduct that muſt be utterly inconſiſte 
with every principle of true religion, 


— — 


Miſtake not our object; nor ſuppoſe we 
wiſh you to profeſs our religion, and to aban- 
don yorr own. We ſhould think our labour 
employed to little purpoſe, could we perſuade 
every Jew we meet to receive Baptiſm, and 
become ſuch Chriſtians as are, perhaps, his 
next door neighbours, the worldlings on the 
Change, or the formal and unawakened in 
our churches. We perceive but one religion 


in the Bible, divine ſubjeftion of heart ta the 


King Mefiiah : and where the conſcience 
feels no ſenſe of fin and miſery, nor ſeeks in 
his appointed ways to find acceptance with a 
pardoning God, we eſteem Jew, Turk, Hea- 
then, and nominal Chriſtian, to be exactly 

on 
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on a level reſpecting ſalvation, and no change 
of outward profefſion worth a moment's la- 
bour, as long as the heart remains not right 


<with Gad. 


Accept then, Brethren, this token of our 
good will towards you, and cultivate towards 
us a like mind. And may our God and yours 
direct us into all truth, and prepare us for his 


eſfgrlaſting kingdom! 
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For unto us was the Goſpel preached; as well as 
unto them; but the word preached did not 
profit them, not being mixed with faith in them 
that heard it. 


W 1TH chearfulnefs I ſubmit to the taſk al- 
lotted me by my Brethren : and, were my abilt- 
ties equal to the good will I bear the honoured 
offspring of Abraham, I might hope this labour 
of love would not be in vain in the Lord. But, 
whether he be now pleaſed to grant, or deny, 
our prayer, to crown this attempt for his It- 
rael's good, or diſappoint our defires, the time 
will come aſſuredly when, if we fail, others, ſti- 
mulated to more vigorous exertions, ſhall be 
pleſſed with more abundant ſucceſs.

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- Breathing: this ſpirit: of hilary denen 
our Brethren univerſally through the whole world, 
and eſpecially to thofe who are dear to us for their 

fathers' ſakes, we cannot look with indifference on 
the ſtate of deplorable ignorance and diſobedience 
into which the Jewiſh people are in general ſunk 


down, without anxious concern. for the conſe- 


quences which muſt enſue. Grieved at the in- 
ſults which have been ſo unworthily inflicted on 
the race of Iſrael, by many who. have borne the 
Chriſtian name, we, Brethren, are ſtretching 
forth to you the arms of affection; and whether 
you will hear, or whether you will forbear,. we: 
feel ourſelves conſtrained to preſs upon your 
conſciences a candid and ſerious confideration of 
ſubjects equally intereſting; and eternally mo- 
mentous alike to Jew and Gentile. Tha Oracles. 
of God—their awful contents—the true Jehovah: 
—what duty, love, and fervice we owe him— 
and how we are diſcharging our obligations ;—- 
theſe cannot but be owned to be matters of the 
laſt importance to every man who has the leaſt 
pretenſions to reaſon or religion. 

In every attempt to heal divifiens, prudence 
dictates, that we ſhould begin with the review 
of thoſe common principles in which we are 


agreed, and of thoſe truths admitted equally by 


Jews and Chriſtians. The ſharp angles of con- 
troverſy will thus -be rubbed down to the 
{moother 
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fmoother ſurfaces of mutual good will. We 
wiſh to conciliate your regard; and we reſolve 
to deſerve your eſteem at leaſt, if we are unable 
to communicate to you all the rich bleſſings 
which we deſire. 

Happily the leading features of the Jewi/h and 
Chriſtian religion are the ſame. We boaſt the 
ſame divine origin—profeſs to believe in the 
fame God—to: hold the ſame rule of duty—and 
look to the one Meſſiah. Theſe moſt important 
points of union and agreement we are at preſent 
to conſider. 

Finsr. We mutually acknowledge revelation, 
| as neceſſary to inform the erring judgement, and 
correct the devious ſteps of the fallen ſons of 
Adam, that they may be brought back to the 
knowledge, love, and worſhip of the only 
true God. 

Indeed, it is among the flattering diſtinctions 
of the Jew, that to them firſt were committed 
the Oracles of God, and that to their fathers, 
at ſundry times, and in diverſe manners, he 
* ſpake by his holy prophets, ſince the world 
<' began.” | 
As the happy conſequences of ſuch commu- 
nications, this people, however oppreſſed or de- 
ſpiſed, poſſeſſed a treaſure of wiſdom and know- 
ledge which all the learning of Egypt, and the 
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genius of Greece, were unable to attain, and in- 
competent to ſupply. 

To them alone, sEcON DLX, the one true Gott 
was revealed in the unity of Jehovah, and the 
perfections of his nature and attributes, as a ſpi- 
rit, ſelf-exiſtent, omnipotent, eternal, incom- 


prehenſible. 


Whilſt all the reſt of the wad was ſunk in 
the groſſeſt idolatry, „changing the glory of 
« God into images, made like to corruptible 
* man, and birds, and quadrupeds, and rep- 
© tiles;” © in Jewry was God known, his name 
* was great in Iſrael.” Contemptibly as the 
Jewiſh nation has been treated by modern infi- 
dels, in the firſt criterion of wiſdom, the know- 
ledge of God, the meaneft Hebrew as far ex- 
ceeded all the ſages of the Eaſt, as revelation 
doth unenlightened reaſon, or certitude conjec- 


ture. Even theſe proud ſophiſts themſelves, 


however affecting to deſpiſe the vulgar herd, 


bowed down to the eſtabliſhed Polytheiſm; and, 
* brutiſh in their knowledge, turned the truth of 
* God into a lic,” affording the moſt compleat 
demonſtration, that © the world by wiſdom 
„% knew not God,” and that, after all their re- 


ſearches, they could never find out the Almighty 


to perfection. 
Jehovah, indeed, like the ſun, the nobleſt 


object of his creation, can only be known by 


the. 
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beams himſelf diſpenſes. Till he ſhine into the 
heart to give the light of the knowledge of his 
glory, man may feel after him, but cannot find 
him. Enveloped with the clouds of thick darkneſs, 
he to them remains for ever © the unknown God.” 
The ſpeculations of the deepeſt metaphyſicians 
on his being and attributes will be as far from 
the true Jehovah as all the rabble of Heathen 
Deities, or the hideous and groteſque 1dols of 
Indoſtan, the work of men's hands. 

TrirpLyY. Agreeing in the acknowledge- 
ment of the one God, as united are we, profeſ- 
ſionally at leaſt, in /ubmifion to the law and its 
Jantons. 

My Jewiſh Brethren, the two tables of the 
Covenant, written and engraven on ſtones, we 
admit, as you do, to be of eternal obligation 
not merely as given by Moſes on Sinai, but as 
containing a rule of duty reſulting from the very 
nature of God, and from the relation in which 
. we ſtand towards him, as creatures to their 
Creator. 

Againſt ſuch a God, and ſuch a law, © every 
<« tranſgreſſion and diſobedience muſt receive a 
* juſt recompence of reward.” The fanfions 
muſt be awful, and the penalty, like him who 
inflicts it, eternal. God cannot change. Sin 
cannot alter its nature or deſert. © Curſed. is 
* every one that continueth not in all things 

* written 
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ritten in a. bock of the law to do them.“ 
At leaſt this was the faith of the antient Jewiſh 


as well as Chriſtian church; and I am ſhocked 


to obſerve, in many modern Jews, as well as 
profeſſing Chriſtians, with whom 1 have lately 
converſed, a grievous defection from Moſes and 
the Law in this behoof, and an utter rejection of 
eternal puniſhment as the wages of ſin—an Infidehty 
begotten by, and ſpringing out of, that. ſtate into 
which they are together fallen, and which makes 


it their mutual intereſt to deny what, if admitted 


to be true, muſt be their preſent torment. Oh"! 
Jewiſh people, the ſanctions of your law, and 
ours, are indeed awful and eternal. Wo to 
* the wicked; for it ſhall be ill with him.” © It 
vis a fearful thing to fall into the hands of the 
living God.” „Who can dwell with the de- 
„ youring fire? Who can dwell with renale 
4 burnings?? 

As cordially as any Iſraelite we admit alſo, the 
ceremonial, as well as the moral law ; deeply im- 
preſſed with a ſenſe of its neceſſity, as providing 
for man, a finner, that atonement, without 
which every tranſgreſſion muſt have left tlie 
awakened conſcience in (deſpair. Indeed, how 
any Jew, conſiſtent with his own principles, can 
poſſibly hope for peace with God, deprived, as 
he is, of Altar, Sacrifice, Prieſt, and Atone- 
ment, is aſtoniſhing: and among the ſtriking 

proats 
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proofs of the blindneſs, ignorance, and hardneſs 
of the unhumbled heart: „for, without ſhed- 
ding of blood there is no remiſſion of fin :” 
and Chriſtian and Jew, if they would judge con- 
ſiſtently with their own ſacred records, muſt ac- 
knowledge the neceſſity of a vicarious ſacrifice, 
and the need of a propitiation before a holy and 
offended God. 

It was, FOURTHLY, for this great purpoſe of 
atonement and reconciliation, that, from the 
firſt promiſe of © the Bruiſer of the ſerpent's 
© head,” to the laſt, of his “ ſpeedily coming 
into his temple,” we are directed 7o expe? the 
Meſſiah ; who is equally © the defire of all na- 
tions,“ becauſe alike needed by all, whether 
Jew or Gentile, © to finiſh tranſgreſſion, and 
make an end of ſin, and to bring in everlaſt- 
ing righteouſneſs.” Such was the faith of the 
antient Jewiſh church ; and nothing contrary to, 
or inconſiſtent with, the glories of his kingdom, 
when truly underſtood, 1s to be interred from 
his ſufferings, humiliation, and ſacrifice. But 
I may not anticipate what will be hereafter ad- 
vanced by my Brethren on this head: ſuffice it 
to ſay, that Meſſiah, with 26 both, is alike the 
great object of faith and hope. We look © for 
*« ſalvation in no other,” nor ſuppoſe “ there is 
* any other name given under heaven, among 


men, whereby they can be faved.” However 
D we 
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we may differ reſpecting the time of his appear- 
ing, and the nature of that kingdom which he 
ſhall ſet up on earth, in him, and in him 
„ alone, we believe that all the nations of the 
earth ſhall be bleſſed.“ | 
FieTHLyY. That prayer ſhould be made to him, 
and daily he fhould be praiſed, every Jew and 
Chriſtian muſt admit to be alike their bounden 
duty and ſervice. However criminal the one or 
the other may be, in the neglect of theſe obli- 
gations, none will dare deny that to God we owe 
them. Nor muſt theſe be the ſervice of the lip, 
or the knee; God requireth truth in the in- 
* ward parts; and © they who worſhip him 
* muſt worſhip him in ſpirit and in truth.” 
Without this, the loudeſt devotions, or the moſt 
expenſive ſacrifices, would be © vain oblations,” 
and no more accepted on God's altar than ſwine's 
blood or the fleſh of a dog, the moſt abhorred 


of abominable things. And here I cannot but 


obſerve, that the mere gabble of prayer and 
praiſe, whether in a ſynagogue or a cathedral, is 
equally diſtant from the worſhip of the heart 
which Jehovah requires. We muſt pray with 
* the ſpirit, and with the underſtanding alſo,” or 
elſe our ſervices will be as vain as the lengthened 
clamours and cuttings of the prieſts of Baal, 
when they leaped on their altars, crying, O 
Baal! hear us,” from morning until noon. 
We 
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We muſt bring with us a devotional ſpirit, 
and approach with reverential ſteps the place 
where urs honour dwelleth. And when we bow 
our knees before the Moſt High and Moſt Holy, 
a guard muſt be placed on the door of our lips ; 
nor ſhould we dare be haſty to utter any thing 
before God, leſt we offer the ſacrifice of fools, 
and our very prayers be turned into ſin. A 
ſubject this, that ought ſolemnly to affect Jew 
and Chriſtian alike in every act of divine wor- 
ſhip ; for, © God 1s not mocked.” The mockery 
and deluſion will reſt upon our own ſouls, when- 
ever with lying lips, and with a deceitful tongue, 
we dare thus inſult Him © who ſearcheth the 
© heart, and trieth the reins,” and from whom 
nothing is ſecfet. 

LasTtLYy. We are, in profeſſion at leaſt, 
agreed, that Jehovuh muſt be honoured, nut ouly 
with our lips, but in our LIVES, by giving ourſelves 
up to his ſervice, and by walking before him in 
righteouſneſs and true holineſs all the days of our 
lives. Without Morals there can be no Reli- 
gion. Thoſe which the Bible inculcate are con- 


— 


feſſedly the pureſt, and of the moſt perfect 


kind. © Be ye holy,” ſays Jehovah, © for I am 
* holy.” Both the principle and the pradiice 
are, in the fulleſt manner, ſet down in our 
book: and they are without excuſe who ſhut 
their eyes, and © hate the light, neither come 
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„ unto the light, leſt their deeds ſhould be 
© made manifeſt, that they are wrought in dark- 
ak 

« My Son, give me thy heart,” is the plaineſt 
of the divine injunctions. Jews and Chriſtians 
alike acknowledge it ; and they are alike bound 
« to glorify God in their bodies, and in their 
„e ſpirits, which are his.” To ſubmit without 
murmuring to his providences—to make his re- 
vealed word the rule of our conduct—to deſire 
that his will may be done upon earth, as it is in 
heaven—and to adorn the doctrine of God our 
Saviour by all holy converſation and godlineſs— 
theſe are alike obligations on us both. And 
every man who aſſumes the name of Jew or 
Chriſtian is (+. 7:-+raxonr;;) condemned out of 
his own mouth, and by his own heart, when 
his life gives the lie to his profeffions ; and 
therefore the holy and heart- ſearching God mult 
much more condemn him. 

Yet it is awfully evident that the whole Jewiſh. 
and Chriſtian world abounds with ſuch charac- 
ters, and therefore /ieth in wickedneſs. The pro- 
fefled diſciples of Moſes and of Jeſus are in- 
volved in the fame condemnation, and act in 
the ſame contradiction to their admitted princi- 
ples. We ſce them alike ſerving diverſe luſts 
and pleaſures funk in worldly amuſements or 
engagements— carthly in their tempers — ſen- 
ſual 
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fual in their enjoyments—preferring gain to 
godlineſs- and centaurs not fabulous, treading 
both the Tables of the Covenant under their 
feet. 

To expatiate on ſcenes ſo oppoſite to all re- 
ligion would lead me into a vaſt field of awful 
reflections on fal/e Jews and fal/e Chriſtians, whoſe 
preſumptuous careleſſneſs about their ſouls and 
infidel indifference about an eternal world, can- 
not but be the prelude to certain deftruction,— 
unleſs they repent. | 

Now theſe things, Brethren, are the great 
barriers againſt conviction. It is this prevailing 
immorality, irreligion, indevotion, and worldly- 
mindedneſs, that indiſpoſe men for the reception 
of the Divine Word, and teal them up in Infi- 
delity and Atheiſm ; for, ſo low are many Chriſ- 
tians alſo fallen, that they doubt of their own 
immortality; and, with Sadduccan ſcepticiſm. 
diſpute whether there be angel or ſpirit, hell or 
heaven. 

Brethren, © if any man will do his will, he 
< ſhall know of the doctrine whether it be of 
+ God.” The heart, which is feriouſty engaged 


to follow the mind of God as far as it is known, 


and cries, © Lord ! what I know not teach thou 
me, will be led in fimplicity and godly fin- 
cerity to enquire, © what is truth ;” to inveſti- 
gate 
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gate what is dark, and to aſcertain what is du- 
bious. Thus ſearched the noble Bereans the 
Scriptures daily, that they might ſee if theſe 
things were ſo, and the conſequence was happy, 
Then many of that city believed.“ Could we 
perſuade you, Brethren, to make a like candid 
and ſerious enquiry, we might hope for a like 
bleſſed iſſue; but where wilful ignorance and 
preſumptuous fin blind the eyes, and harden the 
heart, I appeal to the Circumciſion and to the 
Uncircumcifion, according to the admitted prin- 
ciples of Judaiſm or Chriſtianity, what muſt be 
the end of theſe things, if there be indeed a God 
that judgeth the earth. 

Let the Jew then renounce Moſes and the 
Law; let the Chriſtian reje& Jeſus and his Goſ- 
pel ;—this will be more confiſtent far than to 
admit of a revelation, which they neither believe 
nor obey—to acknowledge Jehovah, whom they 
neither reverence, love, worſhip, nor ſerve—to 
confeſs a reſponſibility to his government, whilſt 
they live in the habitual tranſgreſſion of his law, 
and treat its ſanctions with contempt—and to 
profeſs faith in a Meſſiah, whoſe kingdom and 
coming they muſt dread ;—let ſuch men, I ſay, 
tremble to take the name of God and his Mef- 
fiah in their lips : for, whoever he 1s, and when- 
ſoever he ſhall be revealed, aſſuredly every ſuch 


Jew, 
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Jew, and every ſuch Chriſtian, muſt be diſowned 
of him, rejected by him, and driven from his 
preſence with everlaſting ſhame and contempt. 
They will hear that terrible voice from the 
throne of the tremenduous Judge of quick and 
dead, © Depart from me, accurſed: I never 
knew you, ye workers of iniquity.” 

My Brethren, whether Jews or Chriſtians, 
know, that a deep and humbling ſenſe of the 
ſtate into which we are fallen is eſſential to our 
recovery, and to the reception of all ſaving truth. 
They who are whole need not the phyſician, but 
thoſe who are ſick. Till a Divine conviction of 
fin fixes on the conſcience through the power of 
the Holy Ghoſt, no ſuch concern will ever be 
awakened in the heart about ſalvation as can 
lead to him, © who alone 1s come to ſeek and to 
Ff fave that which is loſt.” 

O kiſs the Son then, left he be angry, and 
** ſo ye periſh from the right way. If his wrath 
* be kindled, yea, but for a moment, who can 
& abide it?” He muſt be without excuſe, or 
the poſſibility of eſcape, who neglects ſo great 
ſalvation; and wrath will come upon him to the 
uttermoſt. 

„Take heed then, Brethren, leſt there be in 
* any of you this evil heart of unbelief in de- 


F* parting from the living God:“ and ye alſo 
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periſh with thoſe who believed not. For the 
<* Goſpel was preached to them even as to us, 
but the word preached did not profit them, 
* not being mixed with faith in thoſe that heard 
it“ —of all that immenſe hoſt, the hundreds of 
thouſands of Jews, who came out of Egypt by 
Moſes, only two were counted faithful, were 
ſuffered to paſs the river Jordan, and to inherit 
the Land of Promiſe. "The carcaſes of all the 
Teſt fell in the Wilderneſs, © becauſe they gave 
* no credence to his word.” | 
Hearken then, Brethren, every one of you— 
examine your conſciences and condut—con- 
ſider your ways —ſearch the Scriptures,—and 
know ailuredly, that no man truly believes in 
Jehovah who does not honour him as God ; and 
that he can have no part nor lot in Meſſiah, who 


is not a faithful ſubje&. of his kingdom. We 


muſt conclude, therefore, with the moſt infalli- 
ble certainty, that he is 2 more a Chriſtian than 
a Jew, nor a Jew than a Chriſtian, whole life is 
habitually a contradiction to the firſt principles 
of that seligion which he himſelf profeſſes. 

But wicther profeſſionally Jew or Chriſtian, a 
moment only is allotted for thy abidance here 


below; and on that moment eternity depends,
